THIRTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF 

THE  DORCHESTER  RELIEF  SOCIETY 

Incorporated  November  8,  1904 


The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  reports  again,  after  many  years  of 
helpfulness,  the  work  of  the  past  year,  which  in  many  respects  is 
much  the  same  as  in  other  years,  excepting  that  the  opportunities 
have  increased,  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  Wards  have  grown  more 
numerous. 

The  anxiety  caused  by  the  lack  of  funds  has  continued.  Many 
times  have  we  been  obliged  to  refuse  aid  to  families  in  care  of  the 
Associated  Charities  because  we  had  not  sufficient  money.  However, 
we  have  co-operated  with  the  Associated  Charities  to  the  extent  of 
our  ability  and  have  aided  eighty-five  families  as  recommended  by 
that  organization.  Fortunately  the  Provident  Association  of  Boston 
has  extended  its  benefactions  to  Dorchester,  to  a  limited  extent,  when 
great  need  to  the  most  worthy  persons  could  be  plainly  shown  and 
vouched  for,  thus  keeping  off  the  list  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  those  families  which  otherwise  might  have  been  so  placed. 
Although  this  extension  has  been  much  appreciated,  it  is  not  by  any 
means  complimentary  to  those  residing  in  a  ward  of  the  city  which 
contains  over  130,000  inhabitants.  Our  Jewish  neighbors  teach  us 
a  lesson  in  this  respect  (if  we  would  only  heed  it).  The  understand¬ 
ing  still  continues  that  this  society  should  take  entire  charge  of  the 
old  persons  and  those  without  children  who  are  in  need  of  material  aid 
and  advice.  Several  such  have  been  assisted  to  maintain  a  little  home 
in  a  few  rooms,  and  prevented  from  passing  their  last  days  in  the 
Alms  House.  The  gratitude  of  these  persons  is  often  pathetic 
especially  when  their  early  life  has  been  in  a  measure  prosperous. 
Others  have  been  assisted  to  gain  entrance  to  a  hospital  or  Convales¬ 
cent  Home,  or  some  private  institution  where  their  special  infirmities 
can  be  cared  for.  Light  work  was  procured  for  several  persons  who 
were  thankful  to  become  in  a  degree  self-supporting  if  not  wholly  so. 
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The  story  is  short  but  the  time  and  work  given  to  procure  the  best 
results  with  the  ever  existing  need  of  the  greatest  economy  to  our 
treasury,  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task  for  our  faithful  agent  to 
perform. 

The  applications  for  fitting  out  with  blankets  and  warm  clothing 
for  tubercular  patients  have  been  received  and  met  as  usual,  but  a  large 
supply  of  heavy  winter  garments,  especially  those  of  fur,  or  old  fur 
robes,  are  much  sought  for,  and  seldom  contributed  to  the  Dorchester 
Relief  Society.  Tickets  issued  by  the  Elevated  Railroad  have  enabled 
us  to  give  outings  and  pleasant  car  rides  to  one  hundred  mothers  and 
children.  These  occasions  were  much  enjoyed. 

A  day  set  apart  for  Mothers,  under  the  auspices  of  the  City,  at 
Franklin  Field  was  taken  advantage  of  and  much  appreciated  by  nine 
of  our  families. 

On  Thanksgiving  one  hundred  and  fifteen  ( 1 1 5 )  families  were 
supplied  with  vegetables,  fruit  and  groceries,  through  the  generous 
contributions  of  ten  of  our  Public  Schools.  This  means  much 
work  for  the  teachers  who  so  kindly  interested  the  children  in  bringing 
the  supplies,  and  gives  them  early  lessons  in  helpfulness.  Many  of 
the  contributions  were  directly  delivered  by  the  young  people  whose 
cheerful  calls  added  much  to  the  welcome  gifts. 

The  Nathaniel  Hall  Society  of  the  First  Parish,  Meeting  House 
Hill,  presented  five  families  with  complete  turkey  dinners,  the  Young 
People’s  Society  of  the  Stoughton  Street  Church  furnished  four  fami¬ 
lies  with  dinners,  and  one  dinner  was  sent  from  the  First  Baptist 
Church. 

At  Christmas,  small  packages  and  cards  were  distributed  among 
twenty-two  persons.  Easter  cards  and  booklets  were  also  distributed 
among  several  families. 

The  work  of  the  district  nurse  is  steadily  increasing  as  each  year 
her  useful  ministrations  are  more  appreciated,  and  she  is  a  familiar 
figure  in  the  streets  of  Dorchester. 

This  Society  pays  the  District  Nursing  Association  $1,000.  a  year 
for  the  services  of  one  nurse,  but  in  fact  two  additional  nurses  are 
employed  all  the  time  and  a  fourth  one  occasionally  so  that  all 
applications  receive  the  much  needed  attention. 

The  knowledge  gained  by  the  mothers  and  older  girls  from  the 
visit  of  the  nurse  is  a  very  important  factor  in  her  work. 

The  Free  Dispensary  has  continued  to  give  relief  to  the  lesser  ills 
of  the  families  of  the  neighborhood.  It  enables  the  attending  physi- 
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dans  to  prevent  or  arrest  diseases  which  might  otherwise  become 
serious. 

Mothers  who  cannot  take  the  time  to  visit  a  Boston  Dispensary . 
where  large  numbers  of  persons  must  await  their  turn,  and  several 
hours  must  be  spent,  are  able  to  take  their  children  to  our  small  well- 
ordered  Dispensary,  where  medical  advice  is  promptly  given  and  the 
beginning  of  illness  is  recognized.  One  should  be  present  at  one  of 
the  clinics,  to  realize  the  truth  of  this  statement.  Remarks  of  this  kind 
are  heard,  “The  baby  cried  all  night  with  the  earache  and  the  poor 
thing  is  real  sick  and  feverish,  so  1  just  run  up  with  her  to  see  the 
Doctor.  Please,  Miss  Bruce,  hold  the  other  baby  for  me  while  I  go 
into  the  Dispensary.” 

The  financial  ability  to  continue  the  Dispensary  was  despaired  of 
last  Spring,  and  it  was  decided  it  must  be  closed.  However,  the 
Executive  Committee  was  strongly  urged  to  postpone  a  final  decision. 
In  the  meantime  many  testimonials  of  its  good  work  and  usefulness, 
from  those  who  participate  in  its  benefits  and  from  physicians  were 
received.  The  latter  expressed  much  regret  that  a  possibility  of  its 
discontinuance  was  being  considered,  and  financial  aid  and  the 
extending  of  interest  was  promised,  which  we  hope  will  enable  the 
Relief  Society  to  continue  this  branch  of  its  work. 

We  thank  most  gratefully  the  individuals,  churches,  schools, 
clubs  and  organizations  for  the  donations  of  all  kinds,  which  have 
been  received,  and  urge  their  future  continuance,  and  assure  them  a 
conscientious  use  will  be  made  of  money,  clothing,  bedding  and 
provisions.  Also  articles  to  replenish  the  closet  which  furnishes  the 
District  Nurse  with  the  necessities  of  the  sick  room  are  much  needed.

DISPENSARY  REPORT. 


The  year  1912-1913  has  shown,  as  in  the  past,  that  the 
Dorchester  Free  Dispensary  fills  a  useful  and  needed  place  in  the 
community. 

There  have  been  no  resignations  or  additions  to  the  staff;  Dr. 
W.  C.  Emery,  Dr.  E.  J.  Brearton,  and  Dr.  J.  T.  Kendricken  still 
continue  to  serve. 

From  October  1,  1912  to  October  1,  1913  there  were  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  four  (804)  patients  treated.  Of  these  there  were  two 
hundred  and  seventy-two  (272)  new  and  five  hundred  and  thirty-two 
(532)  old  patients. 

There  were  136  clinical  days  during  the  year,  the  largest  month 
being  August,  when  131  patients  were  treated. 

On  fifteen  days  there  was  no  clinic  owing  to  the  necessary 
absence  of  the  physician  on  service  and  holidays.  This  regrettable 
fact  will  probably  be  remedied  by  additional  appointments. 

The  surgical  side  of  the  work  included  thirty-one  operations, 
mostly  adenoids  and  tonsils,  and  161  surgical  dressings. 

Five  patients  were  sent  to  hospitals,  four  were  refused  treatment 
and  seven  free  prescriptions  were  given  out. 
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The  policy  of  not  vaccinating  school  children  has  been  adhered  to 
and  accounts  in  a  large  measure  for  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
patients.  The  opening  of  the  schools  which  brings  about  this  demand 
causes  this  work  to  fall  on  the  shoulders  of  one  physician,  thereby 
requiring  considerable  time.  If  two  could  be  on  service  at  this  time  it 
would  facilitate  matters  greatly. 

The  valuable  services  of  Miss  Bruce  and  the  nurses  are  not  to  be 
ignored.  The  former  in  weeding  out  the  unworthy  and  the  latter  for 
their  assistance  to  the  doctors  both  in  the  Dispensary  and  the  patients’ 
homes.
